SGA election update

The posters are down and 
the speeches are finished. The 
dusty rhetoric is settling as 
polls open for the SGA general 
elections Tuesday March 24 
through to the 26th. 

Chief returning officer, Tim 
Ruhnke gave an official 
warning to both presidential 
candidates Dave Filion and 
Stephen Blinn in the midst of 
complaints of posters being 
ripped down and rumours being 
spread. "It was bound to get 
vicious sooner or later.. .there 
are some overzealous sup- 
porters," said Ruhnke. 

Stephen Blinn claims that 
this year's SGA president Ben 
Farella asked him if he would 
drop out of the presidential 
race."He (Ben) asked me if I 
would consider withdrawing... 
he wanted to see continuity... 
he asked if I wanted a

directorship this year. I don't 
think he did it for Filion. He 
did it on his own. I don't think 
it was too professional since 
nominations had already 
closed," said Blinn. 



Farella gives the facts 
differently: "The primary 
reason for calling Mr. Blinn 
was to make him aware of the 
fact that I was supporting Mr. 
Filion and why. I think that 
was the proper and hon- 
ourable thing to do," he 
explained. 

Farella went on to add that 
at that point in time, (and 
today) the SGA executive was 
considering, because of the low 
number of nominations, reopen- 
ing the nominations for the 
various directorships, making 
it possible for Blinn or anyone 
else to run. 

Filion does not consider this 
incident to be very significant. 
"It's too bad if this becomes an 
issue," he said. 

Whatever the case, the race 
appears to be tight, and as 
said by Blinn, "He's sweating, 
but then again I'm sweating 
too."

"If things go according to 
plan there will be a campus 
centre at Laurentian within 3 
and a half years," said Jim 
Grassby, the director of 
Laurentian University's de- 
velopment campaign. 

As an engineer and 
experienced fundraiser Grass- 
by sees that time period as 
the "best estimate". "We do it 
in that time or we're not going 
to do it.. .we win or lose," he 
added. 

President of the Student's 
General Association (SGA), 
Ben Farella described his 
feelings towards the recent 
developments as "satisfied 
and excited". 

"It's a delight to finally get 
some results after years of 
inquiring and demanding," 
Farella said. A campus centre 
has been pursued by various 
student executives at Lau- 
rentian for twenty years. 

The centre will be built on 
top of the Great Hall area and 



will house almost 60,000 
square feet of office space and 
lounges for students, student 
associations, and student 
services. A new addition for 
administrative office space 
will also be constructed 
adjacent to the library tower. 

Laurentian President John 
Daniel agrees with Grassby' s 
time estimate. "The interest 
the Ontario government has 
shown in the north is helping 
a great deal," said Daniel. 
"We have a realistic chance 
of solving our major space 
problems," he added. Daniel 
also suggests that the student 
involvement is an important 
factor in the centre going 
ahead. 

Farella agrees. "I want to 
see the students getting 
involved. There should be a 
lot of spirit and pride in being 
part of such a project," he 
said.

The dollars and sense of Lambda 



As Lambda's current Business 
Manager, I feel it is my duty to 
clear up some recent mis- 
conceptions regarding our bid 
for a student fee increase. In 
the past few weeks editorials 
have been written pointing 
out some of the many 
ramifications to such an agree- 
ment. Although enlightening, 
these editorials have been 
incomplete. A financial anal- 
ysis is needed to fully 
illustrate the case in point. 

The question of "Why an 
increase" has been heard 
throughout the campus. 



Indeed a very good question 
when considering this sum of 
money. 

During the past few years 
Lambda has seen financial 
difficulties and has accum- 
ulated substantial debts, 
mainly with our printers, 
Journal Printing. With 
revenues raised through 
advertising, (both local and 
through our national adver- 
tiser, Campus Plus) along with 
student fees we must cover 
salaries, printing costs, and 
costs associated with running 
the office. As student fees 



have remained unchanged, 
while National ad revenues 
have faltered, we find 
ourselves in a deficit sit- 
uation. 

For the first year in some 
time, steps are being taken to 
combat these rising expenses. 
Revenues from local adver- 
tising have improved 
substantially, yet this in- 
crease is not enough to sustain 
operations and secure our 
future as Laurentian's student 
newspaper. 

Costs have been reduced so 
drastically that many

necessities of running a 
newspaper are neglected. 
Production and darkroom 
needs are not financially 
feasible and thus the quality 
of the paper is bearing the 
effects of these constraints. 
There is also a need to reward 
the dedicated Lambda 
staffers who donate their time 
and efforts through a token 
honorarium. 

Agreeing to this fee increase 
will transfer the funds 
necessary for such improve- 
ments to Lambda and 
accountability of these funds 



is guaranteed. Through the 
implementation of a Board of 
Directors in September of 1987, 
you, the student, are ensured 
that all Lambda financial 
transactions are justified. It is 
the responsibility of this 
Board to represent the 
students and to make sure 
financial decisions are in the 
your best interests. 

But most important of all is 
to exercise your right to vote. 
By voting you are voicing your 
opinions and providing 
feedback and direction.

Immediately after reading 
Karen Dominick's editorial 
column last week, I felt 
obligated to respond and 
express my view. 

As a member of the S.G.A. 
Council, I was present at the 
in-camera session when the 
Lambda issue was discussed, 
and had some input into the 
recommendation that Ben 
Farella presented to you re: 
the Board of Directors. 

As explained elsewhere in 
last week's issue, this Board 
would consist of two SGA 
Council members, two AEF 
Council members, four Lambda 
staff members, a ninth member 
to be chosen by the afore- 
mentioned eight, and two ex- 
officio members: the Editor-in 
Chief of Lambda and the SGA 
General Manager contingent on 
the AEF membership agreeing 
to pay the student levy (I 
hope they do) [ed/s note: they 
did!]. If the AEF rejects the 
idea, then only two SGA 
Council members and two 
Lambda staff members, a fifth 
member to be chosen by the 
four, and the two ex-officio 
members. 

The intention of the SGA 
was to create this board 
(which Lambda has neglected 
to do although they are 
obligated to do so by their own 
constitution) to best serve the 
needs of Lambda and to 
provide financial accounta- 
bility to those people who 
make up a major portion of 
Lambda's income each year. 
Contrary to Mr. Markle's 
position expressed at last 
week's Council meeting, this 
Board could not be the puppet 
of the SGA. With the 
composition of this Board such 
as it is, the two S.G.A. Council 
members (with their vested 
pro-SGA interest, as you so 
claimed) would be unable to 



manipulate any aspect of 
Lambda's operation in any 
self-serving way, since they 
only hold two-fifths or two- 
ninths of the vote, depending 
on the AEF referedum. 

The SGA is concerned about 
Lambda's apparent lack of 
committment to informing the 
majority of Laurentian's 
students, namely SGA 
members, about the actions of 
the governing body. A case in 
point is the election coverage 
supplied last week. No 
mention was made of the two 
referendums to be included on 
the election ballot, no mention 
was made of polling stations, 
and no mention of actual 
election dates. 

Another demonstration of 
Lambda's neglect in informing 
students is that they did not 
bother to print the responses of 
acclaimed candidates to the 
questions Lambda posed. As 
you mentioned in your front 
page article, these acclaimed 
people are subject to 
ratification. Don't you feel 
that your readers have a right 
to know about the policies and 
platforms these people are 
supporting so they can either 
lobby for or against them. 
Although I have always 
enjoyed reading Lambda and 
have generally been satisfied 
with the quality and content, I 
feel that these mentioned 
negligences are an act of 
irresponsible journalism, and 
would be very interested in 
hearing why these things 
were excluded.

Dear Editor, 
When people look for 



rebellious student activity at 
Laurentian, they are hard- 
pressed to find anything 
beyond a few radical AEF 
students wanting to form their 
own country in Azilda. Well, 
the time to change that 
idleness is right now. 

Recently, a small group of 
dedicated, rational science 
students got together to discuss 
the possibility of forming a 
Science Council that would, in 
no way, have any affiliation 
whatsoever with the SGA or 
AEF. This council would serve 
two purposes: the first being to 
ensure that recognized science 
clubs receive adequate funding 
for academically-inclined club 
activities; the second, to have 
a year-end mega bash... 
complete with band — free of 
charge to all members. 

You may wonder about the 
cost, I imagine. Well, my 
fellow science students, 
instead of paying the 
ridiculous amount of $56.00 to 
belong to the SGA, you would 
PAY ONLY $20.00 to belong to 
the Science Council. 

Consider this: As a science 
student, are you really getting 
fifty-six bucks worth of 
services from the SGA. I think 
not. So, next Fall when you 
register, you would ahve a 
choice —either pay 56 bucks 
for no service, or pay 20 bucks 
for a huge year-end party and 
more club funding than you 
could ever imagine. 

Where's the catch, you ask. 
Surprise. There is no catch. It's 
basic arithmetic. If you 
consider 400 students paying 
$20.00 each, you get $8000.00. 
There are no more than five or 
six legitimate science clubs 
around, which would probably 
enjoy receiving, say $600.00 
each. This could easily be 
increased to $1000.00 if 
necessary. And look! We 
would still have between 
$2000.00 and $4400.00 left! 
This money would be put into a 
daily-interest savings account 
in September. It would stay 
there until Spring, at which 
time it would be used to have 



one major science party. 

Of course, the Science 
Council would not be 
responsible for Carny Weeks 
or anything else like that. 
(Who, in science, has time for 
that jiggery-pokery anyway.) 
Other than club funding and 
the Big Bang Party, the 
Science Council would provide 
no services. Yet, I believe that 
for only $20.00, I personally 
could fill my boots with 
nothing more than what the 
SC offers. 

As far as administration 
goes, there would be one 
council president and one vice- 
president.

In any event, legal options

When I was appointed to 
the position of Executive 
Director to the Laurentian 
University Development 
Campaign it did not come as a 
"sudden" move but as a result 
of six months thinking and 
studying on my part. Having 
just completed my five year 
stint with the Sudbury and 
District United Way- 
Centraide, I was ready for a 
Sabbatical! However, after 
considering my twenty-six 
year association with the 
University, through my years 
on the Board of Regents of the 
University of Sudbury, and 
the obvious needs of 
Laurentian which had 
doubled its population over 
very few years, without any 
doubling in resources, I felt my 
. swan song in the community 
might well be a contibution 
that could be lasting. 

So. I have spent a few 
months doing nothing but 
listening to those who feel 
they have a good picture of 
the community needs that can 
be satisfied by making 
Laurentian a more effective 
institution; to those who see 
very clearly its deficiencies 
and its potentials; over 
seventy five people have had 
input to my thinking and I 
have begun to have an 
understanding of the culture, 
the needs, the potentials, the 
frustrations and the dreams of 
those, and they are many, 
who would see Laurentian 
become WHAT IT COULD BE. 

If I were asked what the 
single most mentioned need 
was at Laurentian it would be 
space. Space to teach, space to 
do research, space to house 
more books, space to perform 
those student activities which 
occur outside the classroom 
and space to sit. For twenty six 



years hopes have existed for 
space improvements that 
would permit the University 
to function more effectively. 
Upon occassion efforts have 
been made to acquire such 
space, but you know as well as 
I, that the resources have 
never seemed to be available. 
THE CLIMATE SEEMS TO 
HAVE CHANGED. The 
province is enjoying a better 
economic climate than in 
recent years; the need for 
universities to turn out more 
graduates who are better 
siuted for the changing world 
is becoming more obvious, and 
certainly more publicized; the 
need for North Eastern 
Ontario to have an institution 
of higher learning that does 
not have to take a back seat to 
the older, southern univer- 
sities, so that citizens of the 
North-East, and other parts of 
the province, can have access 
to a modern, effective post- 
secondary institution so that 
the communities needs can be 
satisfied. 

A university is NOT A 
CHARITY! It is an INVEST- 
MENT in the community and 
the country that HAS TO BE 
MADE if we are not to become 
a banana republic! So, where 
do we start... First we should 
recognize what is happening 
on this campus. Millions of 
dollars are being poured into 
Laurentian for new Mining 
Chairs, new science facilities, 
1988 Games facility improve- 
ments, for distance education, 
for student counselling and for 
the transfer of the Ontario 
Geological Survey to this 
campus- FORTY MILLION 
over five years! 

My job is to figure out ways 
and means of raising money to 
build the facilities that 
governments can't provide. 



And, of course the first thing I 
must look at is "how 
marketable to our various 
communities are these 
facilities!" Do these 
communities, citizens, corpora- 
tions, professionals and 
businesses see that if we are 
successful in turning out more 
complete graduates that they, 
the communities will benifit. 
And they WILL benefit." 

So, what what are these 
space needs and where will 
the money come from... First, 
we will make every effort to 
petition every level of 
government to supply funds for 
those facilities, such as 
libraries, that are tradition- 
ally logical candidates for 
government funding. Second, 
we will seek out friends who 
understand that auxiliary 
facilities are needed to 
contirbute to the "whole" 
developement of students and 
graduates, who understand 
that in this day and age 
enhanced facilities for 
teaching and research are a 
necessity, especially in those 
fields related to the 
enviroment in which we exist, 
i.e. North-Eastern Ontario; an 
enviroment DIFFERENT in 
culture, in flora and fauna; 
different in resource and 
industrial bases and types. Of 
course we won't be able to get 
everything we need, and 
certainly not everything we 
want, but surely we can plan 
what we need first so that 
these satisfied needs will be 
foundations, building blocks, 
for the future. 

This issue of LAMBDA 
presents the needs that the 
students see as essential for 
the future developement of a 
student population, EDU- 
CATED, not just TRAINED, for 
the future. We asked the SGA,

The SGA's input... 



Laurentian University began 
it's career in 1960 in a group of 
rented buildings in downtown 
Sudbury. Now some 27 years 
later it houses nearly 5000 full 
and part-time students as a 
centre of higher education on 
the piece of real estate we call 
the Laurentian campus. This 
long-awaited Student Centre 
will f ul I fill a definite 
obligation to supply facilities 
to cover the cultural, 
recreational, and social needs 
of every student. 

The structure and design of 
Laurentian's campus lends 
itself to the segregation of 
student life that exists today. 
This centre, composed of 
various student services. 



different lounges, student 
association offices, and much 
more (check appendix on 
sketches) located in the heart 
of the campus will centralize 
student activities and allow 
each student to take full 
advantage of all phases of 
student life. The benefits and 
skills to be derived from this 
centre are key elements when 
considering the complete 
spectrum of an education. 

To ensure that this concept 
becomes a reality and not an 
unkept promise, the SGA 
shall be signing a 
memorandum of understanding 
with the administration, 
which will provide the 
necessary protective measures 



the students deserve. This 
letter of intent will contain 
the following: 

a) The student centre will be 
equipped with proper 
furniture and facilities. 

b) A leasing agreement 
which will ensure that the 
space will be under the control 
of the SGA. 

c) The centre shall be 
completed and operational 
within two years of the start 
of construction. 

d)AU revenue oriented 
agreements pertaining to the 
centre shall be done in 
consultation with the SGA. 

e) A final detailed agree- 
ment shall be signed within 
one year of the signing of the 



agreement. 

There are many other 
protective clauses involved in 
the document which is 
presently being drafted. 

To further enhance the 
amount of control SGA has 
over this project an SGA 
Capitol Aquisition fund shall 
replace the previous 
Laurention fund. Subject to the 
success of the referendum 
question on this years election 
ballot. The money generated 
from this fund shall remain 
under the SGA's control, not 
the universitie's, leaving the 
students with proper financial 
leverage. 

The SGA urges you to say 
"yes" to this referendum 



question and yes to this 
overdue and essential facility. 
Many thanks to Dave Filion 
and the rest of the executive 
for their hardwork. Also 
thanks to Jim Grassby and Dr. 
Daniel for their sincere 
attention to this vitally 
important project. This is 
surely a great step to 
providing the students of the 
university with an 
opportunity to enhance their 
education at Laurentian.
